Let  us  hope  that  those  in 
charge  recommend  and  insist 
that  this  youngster  receive 
psychiatric  treatment,  which 
apparently  is  indicated  here.  It 
is  indeed  fortunate  that  this 
youth  wais  apprebended  before 
he  ventured  forth  on  more  ser¬ 
ious  attempts  at  violating  the 
law.  It  is  far  better  for  both  the 
lad  and  the  community  to  have 
this  matter  cleared  up  now 
than  to  let  this  matter  go  with 
a  “slap  on  the  wrist,  and  John¬ 
nie,  don’t  do  it  again  (attitude 
and  then  someday  wake  up  to 
the  fact  that  this  person  was 
responsible  for  a  more  serious 
“moral”  crime.  We  agree  in 
protecting  the  juvenile  and  in 
not  publishing  the  name  of  first 
time  juvenile  offenders,  but  we 
also  agree  with  the  recent  find¬ 
ings  of  the  Passiaic  County 
Grand  Jury,  that  names  of  re- 
oeated  offenders  be  made  pub¬ 
lic,  regardless  of  the  age  of  the 
juvenile.  We  also  feel  that  this 
matter  should  rightfully  be  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  public  and  that 
those  in  charge  of  such  matters 
have  a  responsibility  to  the 
community  to  bring  such  mat¬ 
ters  out  into  the  open.

HYPNOSIS  AND  YOU 


By  DON  DAVIES 
President  of  the 
Nat’l  Federation  of  Hypnotist* 


Question  for  this  week: 

I  have:  heard  a  few  people 
use  the  expression  “going  to 
see  my  hypnotist,”  and  it  seems 
that  this  might  get  as  popular 
as  "going  to  see  my  psychia¬ 
trist."  Now  the  question  that 
arises  in  my  mind  is:  “Won’t 
the  continuous  qse  of  hynosis 
weeiken  the  mind?” 

Answer: 

I  have  heard  this  question 
before  and  to  me  it  is  just  an¬ 
other  misconception  pertaining 
to  the  use  of  hypnosis.  Actually 
with  the  proper  use  of  hypno¬ 
sis,  the  mind  becomes  stronger 
and  healthier. 

Remember  the  proper  use  of 
hypnosis  is  based  upon  relaxa¬ 
tion  —  mental  relaxation.  This 
means  much  less  tension,  less 
better  concentration  and  a  bet¬ 
ter  understanding  of  one’s 
problems.  A  person  who  makes 
decisions  without  tension  makes 
better  decisions. 

No,  the  proper  use  of  hypno¬ 
sis  will  not  weaken  the  mind. 
Hypnosis  is  a  conditioning 
agent.  We  are  all  products  of 
conditioning,  some  of  it  good, 
some  of  it  haphcizard.  Condi¬ 
tioning  'through  hypnosis  is  well 
thought  out  and  is  based  upon 


a  person  learning  how  to  help 
themselves  and  not  to  lecm  on 
hypnosis  as  if  it  were  |a  crutch. 

The  part  of  your  letter  that 
interests  me  most  is  your  refer¬ 
ence  to  people  "going  to  see 
their  hypnotist.”  This  statement 
is  much  more  important  than 
your  question.  1  would  hate  to 
see  people  substituting  a  hyp¬ 
notist  for  either  their  family 
doctor  Or  their  psychicvtrist. 

Hypnosis  should  be  used  for 
the  good  of  all  but  it  cannot 
be  if  the  public  bypasses  their 
own  doctors.  If  anyone  wishes 
to  use  hypnosis  for  a  beneficial 
purpose  they  should  do  so 
through  the  proper  ch'aimels — 
through  their  doctor  or  psychi¬ 
atrist.  Most  doctors  do  know 
how  to  use  hypnosis  but  they 
usually  don't  have  enough  time
